I think that it is only
logical that the Governor should be aware of what the denartrtents
are doing and I am sure that as Senator Carnenter said before,
many times the Governor ls not aware and I think that he should be,
and I think that it is the proper channels and the way it should
be done. I approve of it on a permanent basis, I th1nk that it is
a rule change to our r u l e s .
